Despite repeated warnings that 
there may not be sufficient state 
funds. Texas House members passed 
a salary bill Wednesday that provides 
the largest increase for beginning 
teachers. 
Totaling 
approxim ately 
$365 
million, the House-passed bill is some 
$45 million higher than the salary bill 
the Senate Education sub committee 
has directed its staff to draft, says 
Jerry Smith, Public Informations 
Director for the Plano school system 
The Senate bill is supposed to provide 
a 5.1-percent increase the first year 
and a 3.4-percent raise the second. 
The House bill is based on an index 
system that uses a $9,400 salary at 
Pay Grade 7, Step 3 (bachelor degree, 
fourth year) as its first year base. The 
Texas School Administrators Council 
sponsored an amendment that raised 
the second year base to $9,776 to give 
all educators a four-percent-plus 
increment raise instead of the one 
percent 
plus 
increm ent 
boost 
recommended 
by 
the 
House 
Education Committee. 
The index system concept of 
providing the largest raise for the 
most experienced teachers was 
diluted when a TSTA-supported 
amendment raised index values for 
beginning, first and second year 
teachers. That amendment raises 
beginning salaries from the current 
$8,000 to $9,024 at the bachelor level 
and from $8,600 to $9,400 for a 
masters. 
A third major amendment provides 
that teachers with 16-18 years ex-

White To Die On June 15 


199th District Court Judge Tom 
Ryan Wednesday ordered Robert 
Excel White to die in the electric chair 
on June 15, as the convicted murderer 
stood without a word in the District 
Courtroom in McKinney. 
Judge Ryan said that White must 
die after midnight and before dawn on 
June 15 and also set a May 30 hearing 
date on a writ for habeas corpus, 
which was filed by White’s court- 
appointed attorney, Jewel Abernathy 
of Dallas. 
When White appeared before Judge 
Ryan in November, the 30-year-old 
Waco native said 
“if any man 
deserves to die, I do,” then asked for 
the earliest execution date “to give 
Collin County the justice it deserves.” 
At that time, Judge Ryan ordered

Immunizations are 
incomplete if a child has not received 
three doses of DTP and polio vaccine. 
A parent or guardian must ac­ 
company pre-school age children to 
the clinic. Immunization records will 
be examined by the Public Health 
Nurse at the clinic and the nurse will 
also answer any questions a parent or 
guardian may have regarding im­ 
munization. 
Since these diseases can be quite 
harmful to children, each parent or 
guardian is encouraged to protect 
children from them.

Senators propose lesser increases

presently law 
Senators do not 
propose funding for driver education, 
but do plan a $4 million expenditure 
for accountability built around 
statewide testing for reading and 
math 
Of greatest concern to Plano is the 
senators plan to have a higher Local 
Fund Assignment than the House bill 


That would mean Plano would have to 
raise more local taxes, possibly close 
to $1 million, to fund the local share of 
the Foundation School Program. 


The full Senate is expected to ap 
prove the sub committee version with 
little opposition next week Since the 


House will not accept the Senate 
proposal, a conference committee of 
five members from each chamber w ill 
draft a compromise bill which must 


be approved by both groups before the 
65th Legislative Session ends at 
midnight May 30.

“We remember everything about the past,” the weekly Literaturnaya Gazeta 
said. 
Hess flew to Britain on May IO, 1941, and parachuted into Scotland in a wild 
attempt to negotiate a separate peace with Britain. He was sentenced to life as a 
war criminal. Soviet opposition has frustrated numerous efforts over the years to 
release him.

And there 
were developments in the ethics in 
vestigation of alleged South Korean 
bribery on Capitol Hill. 
The White House plan for election- 
day voter registration survived a 
Republican onslaught in the Senate 
Rules Committee. Majority Demo­ 
crats whipped a GGP attempt to haul 
Attorney General Griffin Bell before 
the panel to publicly discuss the 
possibility of voter fraud and agreed 
to additional safeguards to prevent 
illegal voting
